2. The preliminary amendment filed on 6/29/06 has been received and made of 
record. As requested, claims 1-11 and 13 have been amended, claim 12 have been 
cancelled, and claim 14 has been newly added. 

3. Claims 1-11 and 13-14 are pending in the instant application. 

Oath/Declaration

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. As regards claims 1 and 14, "the inner surface" lacks proper antecedent basis. 



Double Patenting 

9. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and /n re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

10. Claims 1-11, 13 and 14 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as 
claiming the same invention as that of claims 1-11, 13 and 14 of copending Application 
No. 1 1/473321 . This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting 



claims have not in fact been patented. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

12. Claims 1,3-5, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,566,681 ("Manwaring et al."). 

13. Re. claims 1 , 3-5 and 14, Manwaring et al. disclose an apparatus and method for 
stabilizing a body part that anticipates applicant's presently claimed invention. More 
specifically, Manwaring et al. disclose applicant's claimed immobilization assembly 
(constituted by apparatus 10), rigid template (constituted by rigid template (16), fixing 
plate (constituted by support frame 14), connecting means (constituted by claim 30), 
and means for adjusting the fixation force (constituted by bolts 24), which are adjustable 
in a discontinuous manner (the force applied to the user can be adjusted by the 
placement of the screws in the holes in the template). Stepwise adjustment is 
constituted by incrementally increasing or decreasing placement of the bolts in the 
template at a distance close to or away from the head. Applicant should further note that 
the bolts are positioned at the edge of the template 

Re. claim 10, note support (constituted by 16') and col. 4, lines 15-26, which 
discloses that 16' can attached directly to support frame (14) with bolts. Thus, the bolts 
inherently adjusts 16' with respect to the template. 

Re. claim 13, note head and neck support (16'), 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

14. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not Identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

15. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

16. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

17. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Manwaring et al. 
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As regards claim 2, Manwaring et al. fail to disclose the fixation force exerted by 
the template is between 75 N-200 N. However, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art, through routine experimentation, to arrive at a range of 
the correct fixation force that both allows for the patient's head and/or neck to be 
stabilized during a treatment and one that provides for some comfort of the patient 
during treatment.
